In late Deconber 1951» HCETTL approached Springer s.dth tlio roquoot that 
Sprii^er aid IICETTL in gathering infomatior. for a West Gcman inteUlgonco or- 
ganization, nCETTE explained that ho needed Springer, since Springer was al- 
ready an active iscmber of the National League. IlObTTL did not ooqslain in de- 
tail the nano, activity or purpoeo of the intelllgonco service for which he 
worked, but said that ho \Jto in contact rith a nan in Iloidolberg, Gcmoi:y, who 
vac deeply and exclusively Interooted in foreign affaire.

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In early January 1952, Springer sent JICETTL tvo reports, one on the 
forner ^lizelgoneral Kcraomann, and the second on the HL. Tho IIL report was 
sunploiaented by a report of a corwersation betueon Sprlr-gor and SlaWJc, held 
in early Januery, in which Springer had directly or indirectly aslcod Slavik 
nost of the questions for which IICETTL had requested answer s« 

IICETTL gave Springer 3C0 achillingc as starting pay, with the prospects 
of increaoed incone if his laaterial is suitable. (See Exhilit I) Be stated 
that c greater storting salary was not posj^^le because' the intelligonce ser- 
vice operates on tho principle of payment for information received, not Just 
for prospective news. IICFTTL promised that he would attempt to got the 
starting salary increased, but sold that he didn't have nucli hepo of success. 
He said he could guorontoo a fair incone if Springer's xrcekly reports ware 
regularly of intelligence value. HCETTL also said that he would and could/ 
aid Springer in fulfilling Springer's desire to enigrato to South Africa. 

HCETTL asked Springer for a shenrt personal Jiistory statenont which he 
said he was required to have to forward to his employers.. He told Springer 
that reports' might be sent through the Austrian noil addressed directly to 
HCETTL at his post box address in Altaussee. Springer was instructed to em- 
ploy on inner and on outer envelope when nailing reports, using a fictitious 
return address bn the outer envelope, but ho iras instructs to sign his own 
name to the reports enclosed in tho inner envelope. 

Springer said that during a conversation vdth HCETTL held IS February 
1952, in Altaussee, ho received the impression that HCETTL was in contact 
witli an intelligence agency of the Bonn government, and also in contact with 
an intelligence agency of the US State Department, the latter having its 
office in Heidelberg, - 

Springer told Informant 6433 that HCETTL mokes weekly trips to 1-tmioh 
in connection with liis intelligonce activities, but that Springer had no in- 
formation C6 to whom IICETTL met in 1-lunich. Springer observed that on wook- 
onds he had frequently seen HCETTL meet a ran in Cafe Ramsauer, Poststrasso 
S, Bad Igchl for' what appeared to be business meetir^s. The man, whoso none 
is unknown to Springer, im.s described as being about 30 years old, five feet 
nine inches tall, slender athletic build, oval face, darl: brown vnavy hair 
combed straight back, gray eyes, smooth shaven, wears censervative clothes of.
